N this Chapter we have the ſubſance of one of the Sermon I. 
Prophet 7/aiab's Sermons, of which there are two 
parts; The firſt doth concern J/rael, tothe 4th Verſe, 
The ſecond hath reference to 7«dab, from chence to 

the end of the Chapter, The words before us fall under 
the firſt part of the Chapter, wherein we have 

1, The SubjeR perſons ro whom the Prophet ſpeaketh , 
viz, the ten Tribes of 1/-ae/, who are here called The Crown 
of Pride, that is, A proud Kingdome, and Ephraim : often 
ſo it is,that Ephraim is put for the whole Kingdome of 7/rae!, 
partly becauſe Zpbraim was an honourable Tribe, deſcended 
from foſ+ph who was the beſt of all the Sons of Zacob, and 
partly becauſe Ephraim was the firſt Royal Tribe in thar 
Kingdome, feroboam who was the firſt King over the ten 
Tribes being an Ephraimite, Alſo the SubjzR that this Pro- 
pheſie lights upon, is ſaid to be the head of the fat valleys over- 
come with wine, by which the City of Samaria is meant, 
which was built upon a Mountain to the which there were 
fruitful Valleys belonging , thus deſcribed, (+) becauſe they +) D3-«/745 44 
did yield much Wine and Oyl, Now Samaria being the {.

To enquire 
what chat Drunkenneſs is that the Scripture denouncerh 
againſt? 2, How it doth appear that D:unkennefs is a 
wotul evil? >

Anſw. Thereis a twofold Drunkenneſsg 1. A Drunken» 
neſs which is Me:aphorical and Spirirmmal, Tia.5

The Jews were in ſuch a 
caſe, as drunken men are wont to bein, by reaſon of the 
Wine of Divine Judgement that was given to them, And

Dis wits about him, he would not ſuff:r thorns to be thruſt 
fer and de- into his hands. P/al.107. 27. T he reel to and fro, and fagger 
ſcription of J;he a drunken man, and are at their wits end : this is palpable 
SS 4.» drunkenneſs, We mult know that a man may be deeply and 
outy ern damnably guilty of this evil in the ſight of God, thoygh. ir 
ſhould never proceed to thoſe ourragious out-breings, 
whereby men cannot but obſerve it. 
We come then unto the ſecond thing propounded for the 
clearing of the Truth before us, viz. To ſhew How it doth 
appear that Drunkonneſs is a woful Evil? Anſw, Several 
things may here be mentioned, as demonſtrations of the 
DoEtrine, 

Tr. If we look into the Original and C auſer of this in, we Bal 
ſee the evil of it : And ic hath no better an author then the De- 
vil himſelf, who never was the author of any good (except 2c- 
cidentally, beſides his intention, and againſt his will ) ſince ! & 
was a Devil, Drink is ir it ſelf a good creature of God,and to 
be received with thankfulneſs, but rhe abuſe of drink is from 
Satan, the wine is from God, but the Drunkird is from 
the Devil, 1 Fohn 3. 8. He that comitteth ſin ir of the Devil ; 
for the Devil finneth from the beginning : for this purpeſe was 
the Son of God manifeſt , that he might arſtroy the works of the 
Devil, Therefore he that committeth drunkenneſs (for that 
is ſin) that is, if in his ordinary courſe he commit it) is of 
the Devil. Drunkenneſs was one of the works of the Dey | 
which Chriſt came to deſtroy. It hath alſo another Cavſe, 
as bad or worſe then the Devil, namely, Sin, Iris a fin, and 
the cauſe of ſin, (as afterwards will be ſhewed) and alſo the 
effec of ſin. Therefore what a wotull evil is it? That corupt 
nature which is in ſinners, cauſeth them to become guilty of 
this evil, James 1. 14. He is drawn away of his own lu ft, and 
enticed, whena ſinner is drawn into Dru:kenneſs, his own 
lyſt hath enticed him, Hence Drunkenneſs is expreſsly and 
by name mentioned amongſt the works of the fleſh, Gat. 5. 
19, 21, The works of the fleſh are manifeſt, drunkenneſs, re« 
velings, and ſuch like, How woſu!l muſt that evil needs be, 

chat hath no other cauſcs but ſuch as theſe ? 


2. The 
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2, Thevery Light and Law of Nature condemns tha pra- 
fice, Dcunkards fin not only againſt the written word of 
God, but againſt that light and law which is written in their 
Conſciences, Now thoſe are wofull Tranſgreflions, The 
Apoſtle doth agpravzte the (ins of ſome, in that in thoſe things 
which they know naturally, as bruit beaſts thty corrupt them» 
ſelves, Jude ver, 10. A Drunkard though he be a bruit beaf, 
yet he knoweth naturally that he ought not to corrupt him- 
ſelf with this vile praRice, If there were no Scripture to con- 
demn this evil, yet he hath that wichin him, a Candle of che 
Lord in his own breaſt, which ſheweth him that this is an 
iniquity which the Judge wil! puniſh, Hence even Hea- 
thens, that haye had nothing bur the light of nature co guide 
them, yet have ſpoken againſt this evil, yea and made ſevere 
Laws to puniſh it, Solon (who is accounted amongſt the _ 
wiſeſt of the Grecian Princes) * made it a Law, thatif a man * Ite Facr- 
in publick place ſhould abuſe himſelf with drink, his Crime ** 
ſhould be deemed. Capita), If he were Drunken but once, 
he was puniſhed wich death for that travſgreſſion : which I 
mention not to juttitie the ſeveriry of chat Liw, bur to ſhew 
how odious this deteſtable evil bath been, even ro thoſe char 
have had nothing but the Light of Nature and Reaſon to 
Suide them. 

3. A Drunkhard is an univerſal Tranſgriſſor of the Whole 
Law of God, Fames ſaith, Chap, 2. ver.10. whoſoever ral 
keep the whole Law , and yet offend 1n one point, he s guilty 
of all, We cannot ſay concerning the Drunkard, that 
he keeps the whole Law, or that he offends in one point one- 
ly, bur we mult ſay, that he & gxi/ty of all, even guilty of the 
breach of all the Commandments ; and chat not onely as he 
that breaketh one link in a Chain may be ſaid to break the 
whole Chain, bur he hath broken every link, cliar is, "every 
Precepr of that Divine Chain of the Royal Law, If the que- 
{tion be, Which of the Commandments is Drunkennefs a 
tranſgrefſion of > The Anſwer muſt be, Not of one alone, 
bur ir is a general vioiation of the whole Law, and of every 
Precept therein, The Drunkard is an /dvlater, for he loyeth 
drink as he ſhould love God, that is, above all, even above 
Wife and Children, and Name and Eftate, and every thing 
that he hath in this world, And there is Robbery, Adn/tery,

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nay 1urth:y enwrapped in the bowels of this fin, as afrer- 
wards will appear, The Drunkard is a Tranſgreſſor again(t 
the firſt Table of the Moral Law, in as much as by this lin 
he is rendred unfit to Worſhip God in any Religious duty : 
for, ine taketh away the heart, Hoſ.4.1 1. but che heart mult 
be given to Gol in every duty : if he Pray, it mult be with 
uncerſtanding ; and therefore when that 1s taken awa 
by drink, what work will he make of it? ſhould a vile fin- 
ner dare to appear before God when he is in drink, he 
would but take the Lords Name in vain, and bring wrath

tore the Lord, then to expeR any merciful anſwer to thoſe 
polluted Prayers, which are but as corrupt breath, enough 
to ſtain the Heavens, 1f his breath fink, by his being over- 
come with Wine, inthe noltrils of men, how do his Prayers 
ſtink in the Lords noſtrils > Moreover, the Drunkard is a 
Tranſgreſſor of the Rule of Heneſty as well as of Prety , 
there fore ſiith the Scripture, Let ms walk, baneftly, nt in 
dranhenneſs, Rom 13.13, ſo that the Word of God will beac 
u3 out in calling thoſe that deſerve the name of Drankards, 
Impious and diſhoneſt perſons, 

4. Drunkenze(s w awaltfal,d:ftruftive Evil, which is an- 
other ting which ſhewerh the ofu{neſs of ir, A Drunkard 
is a meer {trov-good ; wherefore the Apoſtle faith that in 
Wire there is exceſs, Eph.g.18. The Greek word (57's) 
wh'ci) is there uſed, fignifiech m?f«lneſ;s and Predigality : 
Tr is the ſame word which is uſed concerning the Provigil, 
when *tis faid that he waſted his ſnbRance with riators living, 
Exhe 15 13, There js rr,uch Prodicality, Riot, Protuſencfs 
an tits fin : for thereby the nord Creatures of Goa are "_y 
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which is contrary to the expreſs charge of the Lord Jeſus, 
who hath ſaid, Zer nothing be loſt, Joh,6.12, but all that is 
ſpent in drunkenneſs is wofully loſt : And this conhidera- 
tion proveth that a Drunkard is a woful guilty creature be- 
fore the Lord, for ſo are they that take his Name 1n vain, 
It is laid in the third Commandment, that God will not holi 
him guiltliſs that taketh by Name in vaim, which doth inti- 
mate that ſuch (inners are exceeding guilty before the Lord, 
Now to abuſe any of his Creatures, is to take his Name in 
vain : ia this reſpe&t Drunkenneſs is a breach of the third 
Commandment, | Itis alſo a great waſter of precious Tum ; 
men have no need to be procigal of their Time, they have 
not ſo much of it: For what zs your life ? it ts ever a vapour 
that appeartth for alittle time, and then vaniſheth away, Jam, 
4.14. Nay, it is but a moment comparatively that any one 
bath to be in this worid; I» a moment they go down into the 
grave: andit is 2 thouſand pities that any part of that mo- 
ment ſhould be lol?, yer alas Lot that is ſpent in rioting and 
drunkenneſs; for that Time is loft, which a man cannot 
girea comfortable account concerning the ſpending of it 
unto Jeſus Chriſt at the lalt day, Moſt cer:-in it is, that all 
mer [hall be called co an account in that ſolemn great day 
whic'1is at band, as for all Teleacs wiich they have been 
intruited wich, ſo in ſpecial for that oreze and precious 
Ta'en of 7imz: Buc what anſwer can be given for rhe 
T ine Lat hath been conſumed in lewd and drunken pra- 
ices ? When it ſhall be ſaid to you in the hearing of Hea- 
ven and Earch, You had ſuch a ſpace of ime allowed to 
yon in tlie world, you lived ſo many years upon earth, 
but bow did you ſpend that Time? And when Conſcience 
ſhall biing in a 6/4ck Bifl of Inaiftment, and ſay, There 
were ſo many dayes and nights ſpent in rioting and drun- 
kenneſs, whatanſwer can you give for tlis, whea we ſhall 
all ſtand before the Son of God in that dy ? 

Yet more, Drunkenneſs is a great /#4/ter of 4 man's 
Eſtate. How common is it for thoſe that are piven to rhis 
Vice, if they gain any thing when they are ſober, to loſe ir 
again. when they are in drink? ye, ic may be to lofe mor 
in one drunken Cay or night, then they gainin many ayes, 
weeks, monechs, years perhaps? The Scripture faith, that 
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the Drunkard ſpall come to poverty, and drowſineſs ſhall 
cloath a man With rags, Prov.23.21., And doth not Expe- 
rierce teſtifie that this word of God is Truth? How many 
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have you known that once had * conſiderable 
Eſtates, they were very well to paſs in the 
world, but when once they have faln in with 
idle Company, and followed drunken Courſes 
and Conlorts, their Eſtates have ſoon been 
conſumed, and they clothed with Rags, nay 
have ſcarce had Rags to cover them ? Often 
ſo it cometh to paſs, that he that liveth a 
Drunkard, dieth a Beggar , bur ſeldome is ir 


ſeen that a Drunkard keepeth an Eltate long : therefore the 
Holy Ghoſt hath ſaid by Solomon, that He that loverh plea- 
ſure hall be a poor man, and he that loweth wint ſhall not be 
rich, Prov.21.17, In this reſpe&t Drunkenneſs is a breach 
of the Eighth Commandment : A Drunkard is a Thief and 
a Robber, yea the worlt kinde of Robber in the world, for 
be robbeth his own Houſe, he robbeth his Wife and Chil- 
dren, yea himſelf : and as Self-Murther is the moft horrid, 
ſo is Self-Robbery the greatelt Villany, Nay, the Drankard 
Robbeth God, for he maketh himſelf uncapable of honour- 
ing God with his ſubſtance, Go to- a miſerable Drunkard, 
and ask him for ſomething to relieve a poor body that is in 
want, or £0 promote ſome publick and pious Work, and he 
hath nothing to ſpare, the curſed Alehonſe hath devoured 
his ſubſtance, that he hath nothing lefe thereof, neither for 
God nor for himſelf, How waſtful and how woful then 
doth this Evil appear to be ? 

Yea 5. This woful Vice ts every way prejudicial, injurious 
and deſtructive to him that ſhall be (ubjeft to it, Itis lo not 
onely in the reſpets which bave been mentioned, bur in 
every other reſpeR, that may be ſaid or thought of, 

A little further to inſtance under this Head : 

I. 1t ts injurious to, ana brings Wo and Miſery rpon the 
N ame 'of him that ſhall be guilty of it. It is a moſt dil- 
eracefy!, infamous Vice : chough a man ſhould be but onee 
guilcy of this (in in all his dayes, yet thart is a blot and dif- 
honour upon his Name, and a matter of ſhame and hu- 
miliaiion co him, as long as he bath a Cay tolive; how 
much 
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munch more when he hath been ofren and ordinarily guilty 
of it? Henceit was that the wicked Phariſees, to the: in- 
rent that they might be ſure ro diſgrace Chrilt ro purpoſe, 
ſaid of him, that he was a ize-bibber, Matth, 11.19, Thar 
they might make every-body think meanly of Chrilt, ebey 
fAlanderouſly gave out that he was a drunken Companion : 
and of old ſuch were looked apon as the yery children of Be- 
lial.” Thence when £#/; thought that Hannah had been 
drunken, ſhe ſaid to him, No my Lord, 1 have drunk nei- 
ther wine nor ftrong drink , count not thine hanamaia for a 
daughter of Belial, 1 Sam.1, 13,14,15,16. For 4 man tO 
love ro be drunk, is horrible impiety , bur if this be true 
concerning * a woman, there's a daughter of Belial ingeed. +7!;ii m:lirre 
Now they were the vileit of. the children of men who were 7! tpi. 
ſo called : and henceir is that no man almoſt is willing ro iy (ot. 
be called a Drankard, They that love the practice, yer 
X would not be thought to be as they are, becauſe of the diſ- 
grace thatis init, The Drankards Credit is crackt, and loſt 
among't all ſober men; and therefore wiſe men carry to- 
wards ſuch, as they would do to a perſon of no Credir, 
whom they dare not eruft, Truit a Drunkard with an E- 
ſtate, and when he is in his Cups hce'll ſend ir going : 
(e) Truſt him witha Secret, and when he is , _ NE ens 
drunken hee'l! diſcover it, Truſt him, and CA et ny GM OITY 
when he is drunken he will undo himſelf and __ I:trat winwn xls nb 
his friend coo. I have read (f) that in ſome cam. Vid. Drufii Adigetiebr, 
places in Spain, if a man hath been known ro Gecu!2 Adagg, 
be overcome with drink, (though it were but (COPS _ pens 
once in all his life) his Teſtimony mult never p MIN 2800. 6x £34'g Too dky, 
be received in any Caſe, but he muſt be looked npon as a 
perſon of no fame,or credit in the world, Thus doth it un- 
do the Name of che Tranſgreſſor. 

2. Drmnkenneſs is injurioxs to the Body of him that ſpall be 
ſubjeft toit, It brings Wo upon the Boay, and therefore is 
rightly caucd a woful!

Red- 
nels of eyes (blindneſs, and the like) is one diſeaſe whieh is 
mentioned in ſtead of many more, which follow drunken- 
neſs, and areamongſt the woes which attend it, Hence-[ 
fay are diſeaſes, Dropfies, Conſurprions, Feavers, Gouts, 
Apoplexies, &r, ' Not but that a man may have theſe dif- 
eaſes andyer live temperately, but by Intemperancy he ſhall 
be ſareto havethem, or ſome of them. "Many a man hath 
ot ved out half his dayes, but hath died before his time, 
becauſe he hath been' wicked over-much in reſpect of this 
miquity.. - It hath been averred, (og) That Drnukenneſs hath 
killed more! thin” ever the Sword did: Many have been caſt 
down wounded; many have been flain by it, yea Millions of 
Millions that have been flain, and caſt dow: into the pit ſor 
ever by the hands of this one woful Et. 

3. It 'imwriow to the Souls of mm, How wolul is thax 
evil, which will bring nor onely temporal 7/70 upon the Bo- 
dies, but eveflaſting 0 upon the Immortal Souls of all char 
ſhall die under the pni!t of it?

USE I. If Dranhbennuiſs be ſwih an Evil as bath been Sermon 18, 
expreſſed, then the contrary us to be affirmed, concerning that 
Chr:ftian godly Sobriety which the Scripture requireth, even 
that it 1 @ very niciſſary and profitable Virtue, There is a 
Moral Sobricty which is not ſaving, and yer even that is 
lovely and commendable : therefore it is ſaid concerning the 
yourg man in the Goſpel, who having been put in minde of 
the Commandments by Chriſt, and told that he ſhould keep 
them, replied, A/ theſe have I obſerved from my youth, it 
is ſaid, rhat then Feſus beholding -bims, loved him, Mark 10. 
20,21, which ſheweth that Aforality is a lovely thing, and 
well conſiſtent with Chbriftiavity, Some among the Heathen 
have been notable Atoralifts, ſuch as Cato, Seneca, Ari- 
ftiaes,- &c.. Andakhough we muſt not ſay that their Mora- 
lity ſaved chem, yer ic was not altogether unprofitable to 
them, for God did therefore reward them with many out- 
ward bleſlings, and they did thereby eſcape many temporal 
Judgements, which ocherwiſe would have befallen them : 
And they had more quietneſs in their own ſpirits, then 
\- other wiſe would have been, being freed from choſe ſtinging 
Accuſations of Conſcience, which more profane ſinners, 
| that uſually have an Hell in their Conſciences, are daily tor- 
| mented with, Moreover , their puniſhment in another 
| world will not be ſo great, as of thoſe that have been of a 
vicious Converſation , for they ſhall chiefly be puniſhed at the 

day of Judgement, who have walked after the flrfs, 2 Pet,2.10. 
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'and ſo have all Prunkards done, . But then there is a Chr+- 
ſtian Sobriety, even that grace of Sobriety, which the Scri- 
pture: ſpeaketh of, and which differs!as : much from that 
Moral Sobriety that ſome Heathens excelled in, as the Sun 
painted-on the wall cometh ſhort of the real Sun in the Fir- 
mamenr, the one being onely a common, . the other a ſpe- 
cial grace of the Spiric, Chriſtian Sobriety doth proceed 
from ſuch Principles, as no meer-\ Aoraliſt was ever ac- 
- Quainted with, ſc, From 4 Principle.of Love to Chriſt, when 
2 man out of ſincere love to Chriſt, aad deſire to be like 
him, doth endeavour to walk eyen as he walked, that's 
Chriſtianity, that's an Evidence of the grace of Sobriety, 
See Gal.5.22,23.'T he fruit of the Spirit # love, joy, peace, 
long-ſuffering, gentleneſs, goodneſs, faith, meekneſs, temperance : 
ſorhac 'amongtt the fruits of the Spirit, Love-is mentioned 
firſt, and Temperance, which implieth Sobriety, or that virtue 
which is contrary to Gluttony and Drunkenneſs, is laſt men- 
tioned, as flowing from that Mother-grace of Love, which 
bach many Daughters, whereof Temperance or Sobriety is 
one, Alſo true Chriſtian Sobriety 1s from Faith: bence 
Peter ſeith concernirg the Gentiles, that their bearrs were 
purified by faith, AQts 15.9. The Gentiles were much given 
to that defilirig fin of Drunkennſe, as the ſame Apokle elſe- 
where ſhewerh, 1 P«r.4.3. but by Faich they were taught to 
ſee the evil of that, as well as of other iniquities, and to 
live ſoberly as becometh the Goſpel, So again Chriſtian 
Sobricty is from that grace of Hope: A believer hath gr-od 
hepe through grace that he ſhall be wich Chriſt for ever in 
Heaven; this hope hath that bleſſed effect opon his heart 
and life, as thar ir cauſe:h him to abſtain from all thoſe pra- 
Rices which are diſpleaſing tothe Lord, and to purific hins- 
ſelf, as he is pure, Here now is Chriſtian Sobriery. All this 
may be intimared to us in that Scripture, 1 Theſſ.5.8. Lee 
ws who are of the day be ſober, putting on the breaſt-plate of y I 
faith and love, and for an helmes, the hope of ſalvatien, Now 
this Chriſtian Sobriety is that which is eſpecially neceſſary, 
So itis as to the weerfſity of the Precept : The Moral Law re- 
quireth Sebriety, and this Law is coptirmed by the Goſpel, 
Rom,3 31. Do we thin make void the Law through faith ? 
Ged forbid: yea, we ejzabliſh the Law, The Golpe), which \ 
: tae 
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the word of Faith, doth eſtabliſh, though not the Ceremo- 


nial, yet the Moral Law : wherefore it is ſaid, that the grace 
of God, i.e. the Goſpel, which isa very gracious Do&rine 
and Diſpenſation, which brings ſalvation, hath appeared to all 
min, teaching ws, that denying ungoalineſr and Wworlaly luſt s, 
we ſhould live | Soberly | righteonſly, and godly in this preſent 
world, Tit.2.11,12. Men under the Goſpel are taught piety 
towards God, righteouſneſs cowards men, and Sobriety 
in reſpe& of themſelves. This Sobriety is alſo neceſſary, 
in order co- attaining Eternal life, 1 Cor.9: 25,26,27. And 
every man that ſtriveth for the maſtery,ua temperate mn all things, 
Now they ao it to eb14in a corruptible Crown, but We an incor- 
ruptible : I therefore ſo run, 1 keep under my body, and bring 
it into ſubjeftion, left that by any means, when 1 have preached 
ro others, [ my (elf ſhomld be a caft-away, The Apoltle we 
ſee was very abftemious, even remperare in all things, left 
notwithſtanding all his knowledge, and gifts, and ſervice 
done for God, he ſhould miſs of Heaven at laſt, They that 
run a race mu{t be.very temperate; if they be not ſober, 
they will never obcain- the reward : So mult they that are 
ingaged in a Chriitian courſe, that deſire to- run that Race 
of Chriſtianity, live temperately, or elſe they will tall ſhore 
of that Crown of Eternal life, Moreover, Sobriery is ne- 
ceſf.ry, that ſoa man may be fit for Death and Judgement, 
When Pal reaſoned before Felix of righteonſneſs, temperance, 
and jurgiment to come, Felix trembled, ARS 24. 25. Well he 
right, for baving lived intemperately, his Conſu-nce maſt 
needs te\! him, that it would be 30 with him at the Judge» 
ment to come, Itis a vain thing for any one to hope tor 
mercy from Chrift at the day of Judgement, that doth not 
live ſeberly now, Wherefore the Apoſtle ſairh, Be ſober, 
and hope to thr rnd, for the grace that t5 to be brought unto you 
at the revelation of Feſws Chriff, 1 Per. 1.13, Then itis not 
hope, bur pretumption aud vain confidence in the man thar 
ſhzi! chink Chriſt wili be gracious to him in the day when he 
ſhal! be reveal:d from Heaven, though Sebriety be nor re- 
garded by 1m : And therefore this grace is very beneficial 
as well as needtul, tor the Chriſtian chat hath and doth ex- 
erciſe the grace of Sobriety, 15 rhereby capacitated to with- 
ſtand the cempcations of Satun. Thecetore is that, x Per. 5:8, 
. C 3 Be 
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Be (ober, be vigilant, becauſe your adverſary the Devil, as 4 
roaring lion, walketh about ſecking whom he may devour. Men 
that are drunken, are not capable of defending themſelves 
againſt their enemies, that watch ro deſtroy them, Were 
not the Aſſjrians undone by this? Nah.1.10. While they are 
drunken a4 drunkards, they ſoall be devoured as ſtubble ful!y 
ary. A few men may rout and ruine thouſands of their ene- 
mies being overcome with drink. Was net the huge Hokt of 
Benhadad, wherein there were above chirty Kings,even van- 
quiſhed by a few of tha 1/rarlites ? And how came that to 
paſs, but becauſe Benhadad was drinking himſelf arunk , he 
and the thirty and two Kings that helped him, and thereby was 
incapacitated to make refiltance againſt his enemies ? 1 Kings 
20.16. Soitis, godly Sobriety, that doth render Chriſtians 
hc to encounter wich Spiritual Adverſaries. And (not to 
enlarge further here) by means of this Sobriety I am ſpeak- 
ing of, Chriſtians are ficted to attend the duties of their Cal- 
lings, not onely particular and Civil, but general and Hea- - 
venly, Hence is that, 1 Pet,4.7. Be ye ſober, ana watch unto 
prayer, Inſobriety, Drunkenneſs unfics for Prayer, and for 
every other good work (as was ſhewed in the demonſtration 
of the truth before us) even ſo where the grace of Sobrie- 
ty is alwayes exerciſed, a Soul is fit to have to do with God 
in any duty, being alwayes prepared to have bleſſed Come 
munion with him , then which, what can there be more be- 
neficial or deſirable ? 

USE II. If Drunkenneſ; be ſuch a woful Evil, as hath 
been proved ; T hen they that have been kept from falling into 
this ſin, and much more they in whom it ts mortified, have abun- 
dant canſe of T bankfulneſs unto God, becanſe of bus preventing 
and (anttifying grace in thu reſpeft vouchſaſed. It we oughe 
to pray (as Chriſt in that Platform of Prayer given to his 
Diſciples hath tanght us) that God would mot lead ws into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil, then when the Lord doth 
ſo, we ought to praiſe him : and if deliverance from out- 
ward temptations be matter of praiſe and thankſgiving to 
the Lord, how much more is this true concerning dei:ye- 
rance from finful remptations? for a man had better ſee 
many affliions, then one (in, yea, there is more evil in 
the leaſt (in, then in any afflition, nay then in all = _ 
alting 
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laſting burniogs of the bottomleſs Pir. Therefore they that 
have been preſerved from falling into fin, have the greateſt 
cauſe of Thankfulneſs that may be, I doubt not bur that 
there are many here this day, that were never guilty of this 
fin (at leaſt-wiſe not in ſight of men) in all their lives : 
But unto whom are you beholden for this preſervation, but 
unto the preventing grace of God ? Will you ſay that there 
is a Principle of inherent Grace within you, whereby you 
have been kept from this, and other the like enormities ? 
Suppoſe ſo, yer that Principle of grace is from God : Nei- 
ther will inherent, without upholding, preſerving, prevent- 
ing grace keep from this, or any other evil. Though it's im- 
poſlible ro live in this fin, where there is true grace, he 
that bach the leaſt ſpark of erue grace in his heart, it is not 
poſiible that he ſhould live in this fin, yer there may be a 
falling into it : therefore Chriſt hath charged even his own 
Diſciples to take heed of this fin, Zzke 21.34. which ſhew- 
ech, that a true Chriſtian may poſſibly he overtaken with it, 
And we reade in Scripture of godly men that have been 
ſtained with this iniquity, as Noah, Lot, Uriah, &c. yea, 
there is not a godly man on earth, but hath chat in his own 
heart, which wonld ſoon lead him to the commiſſion of rhis 
_ andall other abominations, if God ſhould but leave bim a 


little to himſelf ; wherefore it was that the holy (») Martyr, /«) Mr, B114- 
when he heard of-any one' that was gniky of Drunkenneſs, ford. 


Uncleanneſs, or the vileſt wickedneſs, would ſmite upon his 
breaſt, and ſay, In ths heart of mine is that which wonld have 
made me commit the ſame evil, if the grace of God had not 
prevented, Oh theretore be humbly thankfal co the God of 
all grace, Burt much more have they cauſe to be for ever 
thankful, who are mortified unto this fin : for a man may 
poſlthly never commit this evil outwardly, and yer the fin 
not moruf-d i1 him , it may be he may not have an opportu- 
nity co pr ce this iniquity.or fear of puniſhment,or ſhame 
may deter him, and yer he is not mortified to ir. This fin 
is mortiftied, whena man doth forſake and abhor it more 
then Deach or Hell, becauſe chereby God is offended and 
diſhonoured , they that do ſo, ſhall not die, bur live, Roms 
8.13. 1f ye live aftie the fleſh, ye ſhall die: but if ye through 
the Spirit do mortifie the deeds of the body, ye ſhall live.

Thi Text and Dofrine u like a T handerbolt, 
enough to ſhake the Soul, and ſplit the Heart of every Drunkard 
wnaer Heaven, 1 could be glad if there were no need to 
ſpeak by way of Terrour and Awakening to ſuch ſinners, 
And time was, when there was not need for Miniſters to 
preach much againſt his fin in_New-Eng/and, Oh that ir 
were ſo now | But'we may ſay, as ſometimes the Prophet 
Oded ſpake in another caſe to che Hoſt of 1/rar!, Tow have 
(faich he) ſlain [ your Brethren] with a rage that reacheth up 
to heaven, but are there not With you, even with you, fins againſt 
the Lord your God? 2 Chron.28.9,10. fo I ſay, Thi fin 
amonyſt us, even amongſt us alſo, yea and the xage of it be- 
Sins to reach, up to Heaven, it crieth for Judgement, It is 
ſad, that ever this Serpent ſhonld creep over into this Wil- 
derneſs, where threeſcore years ago he never had had any 
footing, but now ir is come, and I fear will bardly ever out 
again, although it hath already devoured many. If we ſpeak 
of that which God and Scripture call Drankenneſr, namely, 
when thereis a drinking of Wine or ſtrong drink:to any 
exceſs, how many are there that have cauſe to lay their bands 
upon their mouthes,-and to cry Guilty, before the Lord? I 
have heard ſome ſay, that there'is more Wine drunk in this 
Town, then in moſt Towns of the ſame greatneſs in the 
Chriſtian world, We may then fear that there (bath. been 
much exceſs herein, that any ſhould have cauſe ſo.to ſpeak. or 
think. And how many are there: that muſt be reckoned a- 
mong(t woful D:unkards, that nevertheleſs do nor believe 
any ſuch ching of themſelves ? There are that flatter chem- 


ſelves in their iniquiry, and think that they are bardly guilty 


of this (in, becauſe they are not wont to be ſubjeR co ſuch, 
worſe then beaſtly Drunkenneſs, as nor to be able co under- 
{tand what they do or ſay ; when as it may be the reaſon of ic 
15, becauſe by uſing themſelves to exceſſive drinking,they =

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able to bear a great dea), Now that is worſe then to be 
meerly drunken, for it is to be a Dy«»#khard: One (o) may (9) Starting, 
be drunken, that is not a Drmnkhard; and one may be a  /?74, Ag- 
Drunkard, that is ſeldome drunken. He that abhors the fin 3**: 
of Drunkenneſs, yet may be overtaken with it, and ſo drun- 
ken, but that one aR is not enough to denominate him a 
Drunkard ; and he that lovteh to drink Wine to excels, 
though be ſhould ſeldom be overcome thereþy,is one of thoſe 
Drunkards upon whom the yo in the Text doth diceCly fall, 
Iſa, 5.22. #0 nnto them that are mighty to drink, Wine, and meu 
of ſtrength to mingle ſtrong drink, Again, there are that will 
make others drunk ; ſome have done this our of horrid pro- 
faneneſs of ſpirit, and therefore its a delight to them, eo 
draw thoſe into this fin that make any Profeſſion of Religion, 
If they can but make a Church-member drunk, then they are 
glad; which argueth a ſtrange degree of impiety. Others 
have done this oue of Covetouſneſs : There hath been an 
horrible thing done in thisreſpet , Some amonglt us (who 
they are the Lord knoweth) out of Covetouſneſs have ſold 
Liquors and ſtrong drink to theſe poor [»dians, whoſe Land 
we poſſeſs, and have made them drunk therewith, What a 
fearſul (in is that ! The Firſt-fathers in this Colony, who are 
now the moſt of them in heaven, began chisPlantation,in part, 
out of reſpe& to the Converſion and Salvation of the Na- 
tives amongſt whom we live ; but what woful degeneracy is 
this, that ſome ſhould riſe up among{t us, that our of [ove to 
a lictle filthy lucre, ſhall reach chem ſuch wickedneſs as before 
they were never acquainted with, The 7ndia»s are of them- 
ſelves the ſaddeſt ſpeRacles of Miſery, and the moſt woful

Dronkards 
bring a carſe upon their Children, and poor Poſterity after 
them : nay, it may be one a of drunkenneſs, and that eom- 
micred by a good man, ſhall bring a Curſe zpon ſome of his . 
Children to the worldyend. Do we not ſee it in Noah ? be 
was a righteous man, and was drunken but once in all bis life 
thet we reade of, and mach might be ſaid ro excofe him, in 
that he knew not that there was an inebriationg qualicy in 
Wine, nevertheleſs that Dr»nkewneſs brought « Curſe upon 
one of his Children, which -continueth to this day, although 
it be Four thouſand years fince that fin was committed. 
Whoſe heart then is ir that doth not cremble to liven ſuch 
an eviſ? Yea, and this fin is the woeful procuring Cauſe of 
many Publick Calamities in the wovld : Was not this one 
priccipal cauſe of the Babylonian Captivity? feeelſe 7/a.56.9. 
All thi beaÞ s of the field cone to deworr, yea all the beafts in the 
ferret. Here now the ravenous Babyionianrare called upon 
go make a prey of the es, andthe reaſon of -it we may ſee 
vr.12. Come ye, ſay they, I Will fetch wine, and we will fill owr 
felwes with frong drink : So that the luxury and drunkenneſs 
which abounded amengſt the 7ews, eſpecially conſidering 
that cheir Watebmwes, their Miriftters, whe ſhould bave been 
examples of Sobriety, and Morrtification to all round abour 
them, were fome of them piven to this iniquity, was one 
P: incips! canſe of their enemies coming to devyonr them, The 
likewe may ſee Chap,5.v.11.

ſaith, #0 to the Drwnkhards of Ephraim, even ſo, Woto the 

Drunkards of England, and Wo to the Drunkards of Hol- 
layd. Is not Salmanaſſcy at this day coming againſt the fat 
walley; for this ſin? Andif we look nearer home, What ſad 
Harveſts have we in New-E»g/and had of late years ? and 
doubtleſs, the prevailing of this iniquity hath been one cauſe 
of it. The good Creatures of God have been greatly abuſed 
by many amongſt us, unto much Senſaality and Intemperan- 
cy, therefore doth the Lord take away Creature-comforts 
from us. This laſt Summer, what exceſſive Rains have there 
D 2 been ? 
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been ? Since that Drunkards are to be ſeen up and down in 
almoſt every Town, no wonder that rhe Lord in Judgemens 
maketh the Earth drunk. Nay, come yet nearer home, and 
look upon this great Town, How hath God threatned us for 
this, as well as other fins?

it may be, God will leave thee to that which is worſe then 
any death, even ſometime when thou art drunk, to fall into 
ſorfie horrid (in, for which, it may be, che Sword of Juſtice 
ſhall cut thee cf ar-lalt, 1 could produce many direfull in- 
ſtances to this purpoſe, Burt I will onely minde you of one

It was partly 
n:1e iſtid vi- ſhewed the [aſt time, That 'Drunkenneſs is ſuch an Evil ay 
11m 6.142110 will affuredly exclude the finner ont of Heaven : Therefore 
_ the Lord hath commarided Churches to exclude fuch out of 
their Communion, 1 Cor, 5. 11. If any man that ts called a 
Brother, be a Drunkard, with ſuch an one,n1,yot to eat, Whar, 
a Churckh-member, and a Drunkard? Ah! vile: Ah! vile; 
Wo to thar Charch that ſhall know ſuch amongſt them, as 

make a praRice of this iniquity, and yet not make them ro +» 
know the Terrour of' a Cenſure. How plain and perempro- 
ry is that expreſſion, Chap.s. ver.10. where it 1s ſaid nfTo 
meny words, Dranteras ſhall not ihberts the Kingdom of 

God, Andif hot, it muſt needs follow, that Hell and deftru- 

Rion will be the etertal portion of every Drunkard, ſo lj- 

vinp, fo oying. Wherefore the Evangelical Prophet 7/aiah, 

ſpeaking of Dtunkerds, yet faith, Hel! hath enlarged her elf, 

and opened her month withour meaſure, 1ſa.y.14., Drunkards, 

gremble at this ! Do you not ſee Hell gaping for you, and 

opening ker mouth wide to receive your Senls, when once 

they arc out of your Bodies ? Yea 'yerily, though a man 

Chould reform his life in many thinge yery much, chovgh he 

ſhould be ſwept and gatniſhed never ſo, having atrained to 

great gifts, praQiſing many duties, forſaking many fins, oy 

if there be bur this one luſt of Drankenneſs, which ill his

1f Fphra- 
imites (that is to ſay, ſuch as profeſs that they are the Lords 
people) be Drankardr, ſurely the Lord will judge them as 
thoſe that break Wedlock, that break Covenant with him, 
are judged : yea, and you fin in the day, that is, againſt Go- 
ſpel light, What ſaith the Scriptare? 1 Thefſ.5.,7,8. They 
that be drunken, are drunken in the night : but ltt us who are of 
the day, be ſober, For men that live in Goſpel-dayes, and un- 
der Goſpel-Ordinances, to praftice deeds of darkneſs, is 
ſhameful.and horrible, And this fin is aggravated from the 
place where you live: What? to be aDrunkard in New- 
England, where there are ſevere and wholſome Laws to pu- 
niſh this iniquity, and ſome are put to ſhame for it ! Time 
was, when it was a ſtrange thing to ſee or hear of a man 
drunken in New-England; andis this fin now become com- 
mdn?

hallowed, therein is implied, That we muſt pray that this 
and other ſuch like Evils, whereby his glorious Name is 
much diſhonoured, may be ſupprefſed. And there are ſome 
thar ought to do more then meerly to pray againſt ic, Mi- 
niſters muſt bear witneſs againſt ir in their way : and ic con- 
cerns thoſe that have any Civil Power in their hands, to bear 
witneſs againſt it in their way. If there were Magiſtrates in 
this Afſcmbly, 1 would ſpeak to them in his Name by whom 
Kings reign, an4 Princes decree Juſtice, and all the Fudges of 
the Earth, and Exhorte them to draw forth the Swerd of 
Juſtice againſt this Evil, Thereare ſundry of you thar ſtand 
in ſome Publick Capacity, Town/men, Conflables,Grand-? mn y- 
men, &c, Behold, the Word of the Lord is unto you 1n par- 
ticular this day ; I lay the ſolemn Charge of God upon you, 
that you do your urmoſt towards the ſuppreſſion of this 
abounding iniquity : Kill this Serpent, before it be grown 
t00 big for you, And therefore take heed that there be noe 
through your means, or through your negleR, that which 
is the Fountain of this Evil; 1 mean, that there be not a 
Mulriplication of Taverns, and Ale-houſes, or the like, more 
then theres need for, 1 know that in ſuch a great Town as 
this, there is need of ſuch Houſes, and no ſober Miniſter 
will ſpeak againſt the Licenfing of chem, bur I wiſh there 
be not more of them then there is any need of. Eſpecially ſee 
that you keep a vigilant eye over theſe private, dark Ale- 
houſes, which do more miſchief, then all the publick Houſes 
do pood, as being the very Sinks of _Sin, whereby Youth is 
wofully corrupted amongſt us. Andif you finde out any 
that have made a Trade of this iniquity, and that have got 
part of their Living by the blood and deſtruQtion of pre- 


* cious Souls, ſee that you bring them forth to condign pu+ 


niſhment ; and as they have been exemplary in finning, ſo 
let them be brought under exemplary puniſhment, that «/l 
Iſs atl may hear, and fear, and do no more ſo wickedty. 

2. Much more, Let every one be Exhorted to beware of be- 
ing ſubjeft to, or coming any way under the dominion of tha 
in:quity,, For Motives, Remeniber what was ſaid in the laft 
Uſe, as alſo formerly concerning the Wofulneſs of this Evil, 
By way of DireRion here, 1I ſhall onely ſay two things: 


t.' Take heed of the Orcaſions and Temptations leading m_ 
E ; 
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thy Evil, Some there are that will prey againſt this an and 
yer they will caſt themſelyes wpon tetoprations to jt, Which is 
to take Gods Naine in vain ; eveo as if a man ſhould pur his 
hand into the fire,and then pray that he might not be burne : 
would you not ſay that ſuch a one did mock the Lord? And 
whar do they do leſs, who pray that they may not þe drunk, 
and yer will not avoid temptations that Jead nnco it? e.g. 
Tlenſs is n tempration leading nnto Drunkenneſs: when 
vile perſons haye nothing elſe to do, then they 'muſl go to the 
Ocdinary, and drink till they be drunken, 7aleneſs and fol 
neſs of bread, ſo Idleneſs oy fulneſs of drink are wont to go 
togecber, Zzek.16.49. Therefore take heed of Idleneſs, if 
you would eſcape Drunkenneſs. And take heed of Compary- 
keeping wich thoſe that would draw you unto this Evil; 4/y 
ſon, if ſinners entice thee, conſent thou not : walk, not thow i» 
rhe way with them, refrain thy foot from their path. Take the 
Counſel which the Holy Ghoſt giveth by Sclomen, Prov.23. 
20. Be not an:ongſt wine-bibbers, Avoid familiar fellowſhip 
with Drvokards ; Avoid them as you would do men thas 
have the P/ague upon them, yea a Plague that will infec, 
and be the death of your precious immortal Souls, Remem- 
ber that Scripture, Prev, 13. zo. He that walketh with

for hours together there, and why ſhould not I do fo as 
wellas he? Thus doth the abuſe of your lawful liberty 
become a ſnare, and ruine to many a poor Soul.

The meaning of whichis, that men muſt avoid all rempta- 
tions unto Drunkenneſs, as much 25 poſſibly may. be.

2, There is another Rule, which if it þe obſerved, you 
hall never be under the dominion of this iniquity, and if ic 
be negleRed, all other Precepts will be in vain : it is this, 
Hake ſure of an intereſt in Feſws Chriſt, by faith unfeigned in 
bis Name, There are ſome, that in giving DireCions tend- 
ing to the Mortification of this fin of Drunkenneſs, ſay to 
thoſe that are guilcy of ir, that they muſt Pray, and adde 
Faſtings to their Prayers, and Vows to their Faſtings : all 
which things are good, and ſee that you attend them in their 
due order, But alas | the main thing of all is left out, if an 
intereſt in Chriſt be not ſought after, and made ſure of, All 
Prayers, Tears, Reſolutions, Faſtings, Vows againſt this ſin, 
will never ſubdue it without Chriſt, Go to Jeſus Chriſt for 
power againſt this,and all Corruptions : if thou art once in 
Chriſt, thou mayeft by faith obtain power from the blood of 
ChriR, for the killing of this fin; if thou art in Chriſt, his 
Spirit alſo will mortifie it : thetefore the Scripture ſaich, 
that if you through the $ = do mortifie the deeds of the boay, 
Rom.8$.13, Make ſurethen of an intereſt in Jeſus Chriſt, and 
his Spirit will ſubdue and mortifie every luſt in thy heart. 

The lait word of EZ xhortation ſhall be gnto thoſe that have 
been guilty of tliis woful fin of Drunkenneſs , Be this day 
excited and perſwaded to repent, and twrn from this Tranſgreſ- 
fon. Some of you have through Temp:ation been drawn into 
this Evil, How many puilty, accuſing Conſcienees are there 
here before the Lord? Uh repent of what you have done, 
if ever you have given way to Temptation, ſo as to be over- 
taken with this ſo vile an abomination, Others (and many. 
- x00) live in chis fin, in their ordinary courſe they commit it, 
and therefore are ſervantsxo it; Oh repent, repent, before 
it be'too late. Remember, that ere long Repentance for it will 
be too [ate, Did not damned drunken Dives repent when ix 
was t00 late ? when his Soul was dropt down into the place 
of Torment, and he was crying for one drop of water to 
cool his tongue, then he bitterly repented of a!l the drunken

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Repentance was too late. Think ſeriouſly on. that Scripture, 
Rom.13.11,12,13.
